These numbers do not include the insane wandering at large 
or those residing in private dwellings, with the exception of such 
cases as are under the care of the Lord Chancellor, i.e., Chancery 
patients.. 

In our last Report we called attention to the remarkable fact 
that the total number of the insane under care showed a net 
decrease of 77 during the year 1915, being the first occasion for 
52 years on which the number remaining at the end of any year 
had been less than that at the end of the preceding year. We are 
glad to be able again to record a decrease, which is this time much 
greater, the number remaining at the end of 1916 having fallen 
by no less than 337, as compared with that at the end of 1915. 
A decrease took place under all headings, save the single Chancery 
patients in unlicensed houses, which showed an increase of 5, 
the decrease in the population of the District and Auxiliary 
Asylums amounting to 246, in that of the Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum to 8 ; while the number in Private Asylums and Mental 
Hospitals was reduced by 14, and that of the insane inmates of 
Workhouses by 74. The decrease was due partly to a reduced 
admission rate and partly to an increased death rate, and it is 
worthy of note that while in 1915 the decrease in the numbers 
admitted and in those remaining at the end of the year took place 
entirely amongst the males — the females showing an actual 
increase under both heads in 1915 — the main decrease under 
both last year took place amongst the females. 

The average annual increase during the ten years 1904 to 1914 
was 218, whereas the average decrease in the past two years 
was 207 per annum. 


From the Table in Appendix A, it will be seen that the numbers 
in District and Auxiliary Asylums at the end of 1916 showed an 
increase of 12,617 on the numbers at the end of 1880, the corres- 
ponding increase in the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals 
being 301, while the numbers in Workhouses and the Central 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum showed a reduction at the end of 1916, 
as compared with 1880 of 1,255 and 20, respectively. 

We have so far dealt with the number of the insane in institu- 
tions or otherwise brought under official registration, but as 
already stated this does not include all the insane in the country, 
as a number reside in their own homes or with relatives, or are 
wandering at large. The general Census is the only means by 
which we can ascertain the number of the latter classes, who, at 
the last Census, amounted to 4,044, or approximately 14 per 
cent, of the total.

From this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 268 per 100,000 of the average 
estimated population in the quinquennium 1880-1884, to 571 per 
100,000 in 1916, but that there was a slight reduction in 1910 as 
compared with the previous year. 

ADMISSIONS. 

The . total admissions to the District and Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals during 1916 numbered 3,538 as compared with 
3,709 in 1915, the admissions both to the District Asylums and 
to the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals having decreased, 
the former by 141 and the latter by 30, thus showing a total 
decrease of 171 as compared with the previous year. As already 
noted, therefore, the decrease in the numbers remaining at the 
end of 1916, as compared with 1915, is partly due to a reduction 
in the number of admissions, which, however, took place entirely 
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and Private Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. 


amongst the female . cases, which were fewer by 177, whereas the 
male admissions showed an increase of 6. The opposite was the 
case in 1915, when the decrease took place altogether in the 
male cases. A further factor in the diminution of the number 
remaining at the end of 1916 is an increase in the discharges and 
deaths m the case of the District and Private Asylums and Mental 
Hospitals, which outnumbered those of 1915 by 58 and 66 re- 
spectively. 

THE WAR AND THE ADMISSION RATE. 

The proportion of cases admitted to District, Auxiliary and 
Private Asylums and Institutions in 1916 which were considered 
to be due to mental stress has fallen off as compared with the 
previous year, the number of cases in which this cause played any 
part forming 17.5 per cent, of the total admissions, as against 
19.22 per cent, in 1915. The percentage in which mental stress 
was the principal cause was 11-9, whereas it was 13-16 in the 
previous year, and it is now practically the same as before the 
war. 


Furthermore, the number of civilian cases admitted to the 
same Institutions in which the war was regarded as a direct 
causative factor has also fallen off, although the admissions in 
which it was the principal cause are more numerous, as will be 
seen from the following Table : —

The number of non- exp editionary cases has fallen off, and that 
of the expeditionary cases has increased as compared with the 
previous year, but no ■ conclusions can be drawn from the latter 
fact, since very few cases of this class reach civil Asylums. 

As in 1915, first-attack cases largely predominate. 


The increase in the number of admissions attributed to alcohol 
which was noticed in both 1914 and 1915 has again subsided, 
and the percentages are now practically identical with those for 
1913, being 8- 51 in which alcohol was the principal, and. 11-45 
in which it was either a principal or a contributory cause. 


Sources of Maintenance. 

The insane inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1916, were supported from 
the following sources. Of the 21,284 patients in District and 
Auxiliary Asylums, 978 contributed wholly or partly to their 
support ; 375 criminal lunatics located in these Institutions were 
maintained out of State funds ; and the remainder were main- 
tained partly out of the Government Grant and partly out of the 
Local Rates. The 923 patients in Private Licensed Houses and 
Mental Hospitals were supported entirely out of private funds; 
the 157 inmates of Dundrum Asylum were maintained at Govern- 
ment expense ; whilst the 2,258 insane residents in Workhouses 
were supported by the Poor Rate. 
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District and Auxiliary Asylums. 


DISTRICT AND AUXILIARY ASYLUMS. 

Statistics, &c. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliary 
Asylum at Youghal, but Portrane is a second Asylum for the 
same District as the Richmond, and it is, therefore, included 
under the statistics for the latter. A list of the District Asylums, 
giving the name of the Resident Medical Superintendent in each 
case, will be found in Appendix G. 

On the 31st December, 1916, there were in these institutions 
21,284 patients (11,531 males and 9,753 females). The numbers 
remaining on the 31st December, 1915, were: — Males, 11,576; 
females, 9,954 ; total, 21,530 ; showing a decrease of 246 during 
the year 1916, the males having decreased by 45 and the females 
by 201. 

The daily average number resident in all these institutions 
during 1916 amounted to 21,425 (11,537 males and 9,888 females) 
as compared with 21,539 (11,600 males and 9,939 females) in 1915. 


Admissions. 

The admissions numbered 3,268 (1,846 males and 1,422 females). 
Of these, 2,619 (1,477 males and 1,142 females) were admitted 
for the first time ; while 649 (369 males and 280 females) had 
previously been under care. 

The following Table shows the number of first admissions and 
re-admissions to the District and Auxiliary Asylums and the pro- 
portion in each case per 100,000 of the general population.

As this Table shows, the admissions during 1916 numbered 
141 less than in 1915, both first admissions and re-admissions 
hawing decreased. 


In fourteen of the Asylums (Youghal Auxiliary being grouped 
as one with Cork) there was a decrease in the number of admis- 
sions as compared with 1915 ; in seven Asylums (Portrane 
being grouped as one with Richmond) the number increased 
and in two the numbers were the same in both years. 

Of the total cases admitted to District and Auxiliary Asylums 
during the year, 1,136 were admitted under the forms prescribed 
by the Statutory Regulations ; 37 were transferred from Dun- 
drum Criminal Lunatic Asylum or from Prisons by Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant ; 127 were admitted under the provisions of 
the Army Act, 1881, sec. 91 ; 3 were admitted under the pro- 
visions of the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, sec. 3 ; 1,942 were 
committed as dangerous lunatics, under the Act 30 and 31 Vic., 
cap. 118, sec. 10 ; and 23 were admitted from Scotland under 
warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the Poor Law (Scot- 
land) Act, 1898. As might be expected, the number committed 
under the Army Act continues to increase. 

Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the year was 
1,763, viz., 946 males and 817 females. Of these, 1,328 (710 
males and 618 females) were discharged recovered ; showing an 
increase of 25 on the number for the previous year. The per- 
centage of recoveries on the admissions was 40 • 6, being 2 • 4 per 
cent, higher than that for the previous year. 

The numbers removed unrecovered by friends or sent to 
Workhouses amounted to 435 (236 males and 199 females), an 
increase of 15 on the numbers for the previous year. 

Escapes. 

During the year eight patients (6 males and 2 females) escaped 
and were not retaken, viz., two males from Ballinasloe, four 
males and one female from Cork, and one female from Omagh 
Asylum.

Deaths. 


The number of deaths during the year was 1.743, viz. : 939 

amongst the males and 804 amongst the females. This shows 
an increase of 67 on the numbers for the previous year the 
males having increased by 43 and the females by 24. The general 
death-rate per cent, of the daily average number resident was 
8-1, being the same amongst the males as amongst the females. 
The general rate was 0-3 per cent, higher than that for the 
previous year — the rate in the case of the males being 0-4 higher 
and m the case of the females 0 • 3 higher. Two of the deaths were 
by suicide ; one resulted from misadventure ; and in two cases 
patients were .killed by fellow-patients. 


The highest death-rate during 1916 was 13-1 per cent, in 
Heilast, and the lowest 4-9 per cent, in Ennis Asylum. The 
highest rate was 1-4 per cent, higher than the corresponding 
rate m the previous year, which was 11-7 in the Omagh Asylum 
whilst the lowest rate was 0 • 1 lower than that of the previous 
year, viz., 5 • 0 in the Waterford Asylum.

Autopsies. 

In 153 cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination, as against 198 for the previous year — a decrease 
of 45. This decrease was to some extent due to the fact that 
several of the medical officers . were absent on military service. 


Suicides and Deaths from Misadventure, etc., in District 
Asylums. 


The number of deaths under this heading during the year was 
five, viz.: — two from suicide; one from misadventure, and 
two from injuries inflicted by fellow patients. In the previous 
year the number was seven, viz., two from suicide, two from 
misadventure, and three from injuries inflicted by fellow-patients. 


The particulars of the five cases which occurred in 1916 are 
as follow : — 


Suicides. 


In Clonmel Asylum a male patient hanged himself with a piece 
of a sheet, which he attached to the railing of a staircase. 

In Omagh Asylum a female patient hanged herself with a piece 
of a sheet which she attached to a towel roller in a lavatory. 

Death from Misadventure. 

In Portrane Asylum a feeble old male patient was pushed by 
another patient and fell against an iron post, thus fracturing 
three of his ribs, and empyema setting in, the patient succumbed. 

Deaths by Homicide. 

In Ballinasloe Asylum a male patient was attacked by a fellow 
patient and knocked down, his head striking a form, thereby 
causing haemorrhage of the brain, from which the patient died. 

In Killarney Asylum a male patient was knocked down by 
another patient, who either kicked, him or knelt on him, as the 
result of which the small intestine was ruptured, and subse- 
quently peritonitis set in, which proved, fatal. 

Inquiries on oath were held by us regarding these five cases, 
and reports thereon were duly forwarded, to the respective Com- 
mittees of Management, embodying such comments and sugges- 
tions as the circumstances of each case appeared to call for. 

The patients who inflicted the injuries in the last two cases 
were brought up for triad, and being found insane on arraignment 
and incapable of pleading, were ord.ered to be detained during 
the Lord Lieutenant’s pleasure, and were thereupon removed to 
the Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum. 
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The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients 
in District Asylums during the financial year ending 31st March, 
1916, is shown in Table XIV. (Appendix B.). 

From this and Table XV. it will be seen that for the main- 
tenance of an average number of 21,142 patients, including the 
repayments in respect of loans for building works, purchase of 
land, and other capital charges, a sum of £706,197 8s. 2d. was 
expended during the year. 

Excluding the loan repayments above referred to, which 
amounted to £96,139 5s. 0 d., the gross amount expended on the 
actual maintenance of the patients was £610,058 3s. 2d. 

The receipts during the year were as follows : £445,307 19s. 10 d. 
was paid out of Local Rates ; the Government paid 
£183,181 4s. Id. out of the Local Taxation Account, by way of 
Capitation Grant, in pursuance of the 58th Section (sub-section 
(2), (c) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, and a further 
Government contribution amounting to £8,443 12s. 10d. was 
made in respect of the full cost of maintenance of Criminal 
Lunatics during the previous year, in pursuance of Section 3 of 
the Act 1 Ed. VII., cap. 17. Sums amounting to £141 6s. 2d 
in all were received from private sources in relief of the vote for 
the maintenance of sucn lunatics. Miscellaneous receipts, such 
as sales of farm and garden produce, sales of offal and old stores, 
fines on attendants, interest allowed by Bank, etc., produced 
£20,665 8s. Id., while sums amounting to £16,511 12s. 6 d. were 
contributed by the relatives of patients, or out of their own 
private property. 

All the foregoing figures refer to the District Asylums, and do 
not take into account the Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal, which 
contained an average number of 401 patients during the year, 
and the receipts and expenditure on behalf of which are shown 
at foot of Table XIV. (Appendix B.). When these are taken 
into consideration, the total expenditure on the District and 
Auxiliary Asylums, including the repayments of loans for building 
works, etc., amounts to £714,757 18s. 0 d., and the gross expendi- 
ture on maintenance, excluding the loan repayments referred to 
amounts to £616,992 0s. 7 d. 

The addition of the sum levied off the Cork District for the 
Auxiliary Asylum (£6,497 13s. 6d.) raises the total amount paid 
out of Local Rates to £451,805 13s. id. ; the addition of the 
-•apitation Grant paid out of the Local Taxation Account in 
respect of the patients in the Auxiliary (£1,817 6s. 6 d.) raises 
the total amount of the Grant to £184,998 11s. Id. ; and the 
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addition of the Miscellaneous Receipts in the case of the Auxi- 
liary (£141 10s. 0 d.) raises the total of these receipts to 
£20,806 18s. Id, 

As explained in previous Reports, the amount available to 
credit of the Local Taxation Account, in each financial year since 
1910-11, was insufficient to meet the charges against it, and the 
payments thereout were consequently abated, in pursuance of 
the provisions of Section 58 (sub-section 5) of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898. The amount available was again 
insufficient to meet the charges against the Account in the finan- 
cial year 1915-16. The full amount of the Capitation Grant 
certified as payable in aid of the maintenance of pauper lunatics 
in all the District and Auxiliary Asylums during that year was 
£213,234 6s. 3 d., but the actual sum paid in respect thereof was 
£184,998 11s. Id., being an abatement at the rate of 13-24 per 
cent. 

The Government contributions for each of the years from 
1900-01 to 1915-16, together with the amounts paid out of local 
rates in respect of the District and Auxiliary Asylums, are shown 
in the following Table : —

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The highest gross average cost per patient in the District 
Asylums, including loan repayments, was in the case of the 
Richmond and Portrane Asylums, where it amounted to 
£38 3s. 7 cl., and the highest net average, excluding loan repay- 
ments and deducting receipts from paying patients, and other 
miscellaneous receipts, was in the case of the Kilkenny Asylum, 
where the amount was £32 4s. 4 cl. 

The lowest gross average cost in the District Asylums, in- 
cluding loan repayments, was in the case of Killarney Asylum, in 
which the amount was £26 17s. 11 d. ; and the lowest net average, 
excluding loan repayments, and deducting receipts from paying 
patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, was in Downpatrick 
Asylum, the amount being £22 16s. 8 d. 

General Condition and Accommodation. 

As pointed out in our last two Reports, owing to the effect of the 
war on the finances of the country, the Lords Commissioners of 
His Majesty’s Treasury have found it necessary to withhold 
loans for all local works not absolutely required in the interest of 
public health, and, therefore, no progress can be made for the 
present with many much needed extensions and improvements 
at the Asylums. 

The following is a short summary of the condition of each 

Antrim. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in ex- 
cellent order. As a reduction has taken place in the number of 
patients resident, the overcrowding which was referred to in 
our last Report, is somewhat less acute. The death-rate for the 
year was high, viz., 9-9 per cent, of the daily average number 
resident. 

Armagh. — On our annual inspection of this Asylum we found 
some parts of the buildings dusty and badly kept, while other 
parts stood in need of painting, etc. Some new baths are also 
required, as well as books for the patients, and the necessity for 
systematic fire-drill was pointed out to the Committee of Manage- 
ment. The Asylum continues to be overcrowded. 

Ballinasloe. — This Asylum continues to be greatly over- 
crowded, and many parts of the buildings require renovation 
and re-decoration, "as well as brightening by the provision of 
objects of interest, such as pictures, coloured table-covers, etc. 
More illustrated papers and books are also required. Much 
plastering, glazing, and. general repair work is needed to remedy 
the numerous small dilapidations throughout the buildings. The 
dayrooms and sleeping-rooms when inspected were on the whole 
clean and well kept, but some of the mattresses require to be 
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re-upholstered . The highly unsatisfactory condition of some 
paits of the Asylum, which was the subject of unfavourable 
comment m our last Report, has been to a great extent rect fied 
A want of tidiness was observed in a number of the male atten 
dants rooms, m some of which fires were found burning S 
unauthorised hours. We have urged the Committee of Manage- 
ment to provide general breakfast and supper for th nurshig 
staff m accordance with the usual practice in Asylums thei ebv 
avoiding the necessity of partaking of meals in the attendant 
own rooms. As usual the list of casualties and eases of zymotic

Castlebar —The number of patients in this Asylum has been 
somewhat reduced, but not enough to affect the great over 
crowding to any appreciable extent. It has, however been 
definitely decided to take over part of the adjoining Prison as an 
annexe to the Asylum, and thereby provide accommodation for 
a considerable proportion of the excess population. “Zing

Downpatrick. — This Asylum was found, as usual, in admirable 
order. 

Ennis The overcrowding of this institution continues, and 

the conversion of the Tulla Workhouse building into an Auxiliary 
Asylum for the County, so often referred to m past Reports, 
still remains in abeyance. It is proposed to relieve the over- 
crowding somewhat by the erection of two new dormitories. 
The bathing and sanitary accommodation stand in need of 
improvement, and the kitchen and laundry require to be 
renovated. The staff of attendants still remains inadequate for 
the number of patients in residence. Nothwithstandmg these 
defects, the Asylum continues to be maintained on the whole 
in good order. The death-rate during the year was the lowest 
of all the District Asylums, having been only 4-9 per cent, of the 
daily average number resident. 

Enniscorthy. — This Asylum, although considerably over- 
crowded, continues to be maintained in very good order. 

Kilkenny. — This Asylum is kept in fair order, but many parts 
of the building still require repainting. We have pointed out to 
the Committee of Management the necessity for improving the 
pressure of water to meet the risk of fire, and the further necessity 
for instructing the staff regularly in fire drill. The death-rate 
during the year was below the average, having been only o*6 
per cent, of the daily average number resident. 

Killarney.— Considerable improvements have been effected 
m this Asylum in the way of plastering walls, painting, decorating, 
etc., and other works of this nature are in progress. Improve- 
ments have also been made in the provision for dealing with an 
outbreak of fire. There is still need for a more liberal supply oi 
papers, magazines, etc., in the wards. The death-rate during 
the year was above the average, being 10-2 per cent, of the daily 
average number resident. 

Lbtterkenny . — This Asylum has been maintained in good 
order. A considerable number of cases of enteric fever occurred 
amongst both patients and staff during the year, and the death- 
rate amounted to 11-3 per cent, of the daily average number 
resident, which is much above the general rate. 

Limerick.— This Asylum has been maintained on the whole 
in fair order, but, as stated in our last Report, the old part -of 
the male building requires to be modernised, and many of the 
dayrooms are lacking in objects of interest, papers, magazines, 
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e \ C \ Y h j n the institution was inspected the condition of some 
of the beds was not altogether satisfactory. Some of the older 
lavatory accommodation needs to be improved, and a good deal 
of painting and decorating is required throughout the buildings 
We have again pointed out to the Committee of Management 
the necessity for organising systematic fire-drill. The death-rate 
continues high, having been 10-6 per cent, of the daily average 
number resident during the year. 

Londonderry.— As usual this Asylum was found in excellent 
. ® r ' death-rate (9 • 6 per cent, of the daily average number 
resident) is still above the average, but showed a small reduction 
on that of the previous year, which was 10 per cent. 

Maryborough. This Asylum has been maintained on the 
in fair order, and a considerable improvement has been 
effected as regards the beds and bedding which were referred to 
in our last Report, although a number of the beds still require 
attention. The condition of some of the single rooms when 
inspected was not altogether satisfactory. The airing courts are 
small, cheerless, and shut in by buildings, and we have therefore 
suggested to the Committee of Management that some more open 
part of the grounds should be utilised for the outdoor exercise 
of the patients confined to these courts. Instruction is now 
given to the attendants in order to qualify them for the Medico- 
Psychological Association’s certificate in mental nursing. The 
death-rate during the year was rather high, being 9 • 1 per cent, 
of tne daily average number resident. 

Monaghan. This Asylum continues in good order, although 
still greatly overcrowded. The proposed conversion of Cootehill 
Workhouse into an Auxiliary Asylum for the District and the 
extension of the administrative departments remain in abeyance. 

Mullingar.— This Asylum continues to be maintained in 
excellent order, but no steps have yet been taken to relieve the 
great overcrowding. In some of the single rooms the concrete 
noors should be relaid in wood. 

Omagh. The condition of this Asylum continues to be excellent 
and the death-rate has fallen, having been 8-8 per cent, of the 
daily average number resident in 1916, as compared with 11-7 
m 1916. The staff of attendants is scarcely sufficient for the 
number of patients. 

Richmond. This Asylum was found in its customary good 
order, but as usual a considerable number of casualties and of 
cases of zymotic disease occurred during the year, the latter 
including dysentery, erysipelas, and scarlet fever. Tour ad 
aitional houses have been erected for attendants. A small 
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separate block was placed by the Committee of Management 
at the disposal of the War Office for the use of mentally affected 
soldiers and has been freely availed of. 

Portrane. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in ex- 
cellent order. The nuisance caused by rats, which was referred 
to in our last Report, has been somewhat abated, but parts of 
the temporary buildings are still infested with these vermin. 
Considerable additions to the farm buildings have been made. 

Sligo. — This Asylum, in addition to being greatly over- 
crowded, stands in need of many improvements, such as the 
provision of additional sanitary .accommodation, observation 
dormitories, and an electrical tell-tale clock system for recording 
the performance of the duties of the night staff. A more liberal 
supply of books, papers and magazines is required for the patients, 
and improvements in the beds and bedding as well as in the ser- 
vice of the meals are called for. Some additions have been made 
to the staff, but it is still inadequate for the number of patients 
resident. The use of mechanical restraint in the treatment of 
the patients continues to be excessive. The dayrooms and 
dormitories were found fairly clean, when inspected, but require 
repainting and decorating generally. A residence for the Store- 
keeper has been erected. 

Waterford. — The condition of this Asylum continues good, 
but the supply of books, papers, and magazines for the patients 
is still inadequate. Some additional sanitary and lavatory 
accommodation is required. 

Asylum Farms. 

Additional land was acquired at only one Asylum during the 
year, viz., Carlow, where 17 more acres were rented, but in the 
case of Enniscorthy Asylum the acreage was revised in accordance 
with the latest Ordnance map, which shows 4 acres, 1 rood, more 
in the Asylum estate than was formerly returned, viz., 103 acres 
and 1 rood, instead of 99 acres. The increase in these two cases 
raises the total area shown as comprised in all the Asylum estates 
to 3,971 acres and 2 perches. 

Circular. 

In Appendix F. will be found a Circular embodying a War 
Office decision that separation allowances will not, unless in 
certain exceptional cases, be issuable for soldiers’ dependants 
who are inmates of District and Auxiliary asylums. 

Staff. 

In addition to the Medical Officers mentioned in our last Report 
as having volunteered for military service during the war, the 
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following have also done so, viz., the Second Assistant Medical 
Officer of the Cork Asylum, the Second Assistant Medical Officer 
of the Mullingar Asylum, and the Fourth Assistant Medical Officer 
of the Richmond Asylum. Several of those previously mentioned, 
however, have now returned to their Asylum duties, the period 
for which they had obtained leave of absence from their Com- 
mittees having expired. 

THE STATE CRIMINAL LUNATIC ASYLUM, D UNDRUM. 

The number of patients resident in Dundrum Asylum at the 
end of 1916 was 157, viz., 141 males and 16 females, as compared 
with 145 males and 20 females at the end of 1915, thus showing a 
decrease of 8 patients during the year 1916. 

The admissions (11) during the year numbered 3 less than in 
1915, while the discharges numbered 12, as compared with 17 
in the previous year. 

There were seven deaths during the year (6 males and 1 
female), one of the male cases being returned under the heading 
“ Accidental.” In this case the patient succumbed while under- 
going an operation. 

Of the 11 cases admitted, 5 were found insane on arraignment ; 

1 was found guilty, but insane when the crime with which he 
was charged was committed ; and 5 convicts, having become 
insane whilst undergoing sentences of penal servitude, were 
transferred to the Asylum. 

The inmates remaining on the 31st December last were classi- 
fied as follows:— 119 (106 males and 13 females) were found 
insane on arraignment, and incapable of pleading ; 21 (20 males 
and 1 female) were acquitted on the ground of insanity, or a 
special verdict of guilty but insane was returned ; while 17 (.15 
males and 2 females) were certified to be insane while undergoing 
sentence of imprisonment or penal servitude. 

The general health of the patients has been excellent, and no 
casualties, escapes, nor cases of zymotic disease occurred during 
the year. 

The net average cost of maintenance during the financial year 
1915-16 was £49 12 s. 3d. per patient, as compared with 
£46 18s. 6 d. in the previous year — showing an increase of 
£2 13s. U. 

The statistics relating to the Asylum, together with the annual 
Report of the Resident Physician and Governor, will be found in 
Appendix C. 
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PERSONS OF UNSOUND MIND IN IRISH 
WORKHOUSES. 

On the 31st December, 1916, the persons of unsound mind in 
Irish Workhouses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th 
Sec. of the Act 38 and 39 Viet., cap. 67, who are included in the 
population of the District Asylums), numbered 2,258, viz. : — 
893 males and 1,365 females. 

On the 31st December, 1915, the numbers were : — males 885, 
females 1,447, total 2,332 — showing a net decrease of 74, the 
males having increased by 8, while jthe females decreased by 
82 during the year. 

It is again satisfactory to record that the number of the insane 
inmates of these Institutions continues to decrease. 

The following table shows the number of cases boarded out 
in Workhouses under contracts in pursuance of the 9th Sec. of 
the Act 38 & 39 Vic., cap. 67, between the Committees of the 
respective Asylums and the Poor Law Guardians : —

The mentally affected inmates of the majority of the Work 
houses visited by us during the year were comfortably clothed 
and bore the appearance of being upon the whole well looked 
after, though in a few instances fault had to be found. Their 
accommodation, however, in many cases left something to be 
desired, and in a certain number was distinctly bad. The beds 
in many of the institutions were unsatisfactory, being of the old 
wooden type, with straw ticks, although others were provided 
with modern spring beds and hair or fibre mattresses. In 
some cases there was a decided lack of cleanliness, and, in 
one or two, conditions were found which were nothing short of 
disgraceful. 

The most unsatisfactory feature of the Workhouses on the 
whole was the sanitary and bathing accommodation, which, with 
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few exceptions, is still very antiquated, the former in many cases 
consisting only of buckets in the dormitories and privies out 
of doors, while, as regards the latter, portable baths or even tubs 
are m very general use, and in a few instances there is no regular 
bathing at all. ° 

The dietary scales on the whole appeared to be fairly adequate 
but, in a few, deficiencies were pointed out. 

The number of insane inmates in each Workhouse throughout 
Ireland is shown in Appendix E., which includes the five cases 
above referred to.

In pursuance of the provisions of the Acts 5 * 6--Vic.-eap.-433- 
section 35, and 8 & 9 Vic., cap. 107, section 23, we have the 
honour to report that the number of Houses licensed for the re- 
ception of insane persons and Mental Hospitals continues the 
same as at the date of our last Annual Report, viz. : — twelve of 
t e former (treating Farnham House and Maryville as one) and 
fo “ : r °. f , tlle latter (treating St. Patrick’s Hospital and its branch 
establishment, St. Edmundsbury, as one). 

On 31st December, 1916, the number of patients resident in 
Licensed Houses and Mental Hospitals was . 923, of whom 420 
were males and 503 females. These figures show a net decrease 
of J4 on the number resident on 31st December, 1915— the 
males having increased by 12, while the females decreased 
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As will be seen by the Table in Appendix A, the inmates of 
these Institutions, while showing some fluctuations, have steadily 
increased in number since 1880, when the total amounted to 
622, as against 923 at the end of 1916, the average increase in the 
intervening period being at the rate of over 8 per annum. 

The number of admissions in 1916 was 270, viz. : — 140 males 
and 130 females. 

The admissions during 1916 showed a decrease of 30, as com- 
pared with the number for 1915, the males having decreased by 
4 and the females by 26. 

The following Table shows the number of first admissions and 
re-admissions to the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals.

As this Table shows both first admissions and re-admissions 
decreased in 1916 as compared with 1915, the decrease of the 
former amounting to 9 and of the latter to 21. 

The number discharged in 1916 was 219 (96 males and 123 
females), as compared with 201 (98 males and 103 females), in 
1915. 

The deaths in 1916 numbered 65 (32 males and 33 females), 
as compared with 66 (31 males and 35 females) in 1915. 
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The percentage of recoveries on admissions during 1916 was 
44 • 8, as compared with 34 • 3 in the previous year, while the 
percentage of deaths on the approximate average number resi- 
dent was 7-0, as compared with 7-2 in 1916. 

No suicides or fatal accidents occurred in any of these Institu- 
tions in 1916, nor did any patient escape. 

We paid the usual statutory visits to the Institutions during 
the year, and duly inspected all parts of the buildings used by 
patients, and examined the licences,- as well as the certificates of 
the cases admitted between the visits. We also saw all the 
cases on the books on each occasion, except in a very few in- 
stances (specially noted) where the patient was absent at the 
time of the inspection. 

Mechanical restraint was little resorted to in the treatment 
of the patients, and in the majority of the Institutions was not 
employed at all. 

The provision made for the celebration of Divine Service was 
found on the whole sufficient, and in general the occupation and 
amusement of the patients were reasonably well provided for, 
although certain Institutions were capable of improvement in 
these respects. 

No exception was taken to the dietary in any instance. 

The numbers of the nursing staffs were also, on the whole, 
adequate. 

The following is a general summary of the condition of each 
when inspected : — 

Armagh Retreat. — The general state in which this House is 
maintained continues to be good. 

Belmont Park. — This House has been maintained in excellent 
order. The clothing of some of the patients, however, was on 
one occasion found to be somewhat wanting in neatness. 

Bloomfield. — This Institution has been kept in its, usual 
excellent order. 

Carriglea. — The condition of this House continues excellent. 
No regular night supervision is, however, provided, and we have 
therefore called attention to the necessity of having a nurse 
always on duty by night, at all events in the acute division. 

Elm Dawn, — This House continues to be well kept. 
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Farnham House axd Maryville. — These Houses have been 
maintained in good order generally, but some of the carpets and 
furniture require to be renewed or repaired. 

Hampstead. — This House continues to be maintained in 
excellent order. 

Hartfield House. — This House has upon the whole been 
kept in fair order, but some laxity of discipline was observable 
after the death of the late proprietor, Mr. J. J. Magrath. The 
licence has, however, now been transferred to Mr. Peter M. Ging. 

Higheield. — This House continues to be maintained in 
excellent order. 

Lindville. — The condition of this House continues at its usual 
high standard. A laundry has recently been established. 

House of St. John of God. — This Institution has on. the whole 
been maintained in good order, but in some cases sufficient 
attention was not paid to the making of beds, and night-shirts 
are not universally supplied. 

St. Patrick’s Hospital (including St. Edmundsbury). — This 
Institution continues in its usual satisfactory condition. Some 
structural additions, providing excellent accommodation, have 
been erected at St. Patrick’s Hospital. 

St. Vincent’s. — This Institution has as usual been very well 
maintained. 

Stewart Institution. — Both Departments of this Institution 
have been kept in good order. We have suggested the desira- 
bility of closer supervision of the epileptic patients in the Imbecile 
Department by night. 

Vervillb. — This House has been maintained in good order. 
Parts of the building have been painted and papered and some 
improvements have been made in the lavatory accommodation, 
as suggested by us. The licence for the House has been trans- 
ferred to Dr. P. D. Sullivan. 

Woodbine Lodge. — This House continues in very good order. 


Voluntary Boarders. 

As stated in previous Reports, a number of the Asylums receive 
patients who enter voluntarily under conditions laid down by 
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us. On the 31st December last the total number of such volun- 
tary boarders resident in 'all the Private Asylums and Mental 
Hospitals was 40, viz. : — 28 males and 12 females, as compared 
with 43 (32 males and 11 females) on the 31st December, 1915. 
During the year 1916, 109 voluntary boarders (104 males and 5 
females) were admitted ; 110 (106 males and 4 females) left or 
were certified as. insane ; and 2 males died.

The Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum, 
Dundrum, Co. Dublin, 

25 th January, 1.917. 


Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit my twenty-sixth Annual Report, 
the usual Statistical Tables for the Year 1910, the Financial Tables 
for the Year 1915-16, and the '.'Votes on the cases admitted during the 
Year 1916. ° 

There were 11 admissions, all males, but even this small number 
puts a serious strain on accommodation. 

The deaths were 7 in number, 6 males and one female. All were 
from natural causes, except in the case of one man who died while 
undergoing an operation. 

The daily average number resident was 161, and the total number 
under treatment was 176. The numbers last year were 163 and 182 
respectively. 

The hunger-strike ” was defeated after a prolonged struggle, 
ancl the condition on the female side has improved, but is still "far 
from normal. On the other hand on the male side, the need for im- 
proved accommodation is most urgent. The dangerous and refrac- 
tory classes now amount to 60 per cent, of the total population. 

As to the accommodation of these classes, I need give only two 
illustrations. The refractory ward contains about 40 patients 
with only two single rooms, with the result that night and morning 
a crowd of refractory patients has to be shepherded to distant wards. 
Again, in two other wards the dormitories lie between the day-rooms 
and the lavatories. 

The general health of the Staff and patients was excellent, and 
there was no zymotic disease. 

There were no suicides, escapes, nor serious casualties. 

There was some reduction in the dietary scale, which has produced 
no evil effects. The amusements were carried out on a reduced scale. 
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Owing to the failure of crops, and swine fever, the profits on farm 
and garden were much reduced, and the sum of profits allocated as an 
appropriation-in-aid was halved. 

The land is utterly exhausted by seventy years of practically 
continuous tillage, and requires a prolonged rest. On such land 
the effect of unfavourable w r eather is disastrous. For example 
potatoes yielded little more than half a crop. Under these circum- 
stances I have been obliged to plough up the football field. 

The conduct of the Staff generally was excellent, and the grant 
of a small bonus did something to mitigate the hardships endured by 
married attendants with large families. 

The staff changes were negligible. The female staff was reduced 
by one temporary attendant. 

The only works carried out were some minor renewals and repairs 
The usual painting was cancelled owing to the war. 

The average cost has risen from £41 5s. Id. in 1908-9 to 

£49 125. 3d. 

The religious services were carried out in a thoroughly satisfactory 
manner. 

The Assistant Physician has rendered me valuable assistance 
in the discharge of my duties, and the clerical and store departments 
have been ably managed by Mr. J. G. Squires and Mr. Eugene Stewart.
